.Marketin g 
Service

the ITS. Departm en t of .\griculture has is­ 
sued a serious w arn in g of a probable price 
d eclin e on hogs n ext year. 
T he word “ d ire ” was used but largely 
b e cause of the political con n otation s of poor 
fa r m p rices d urin g an election year. 
But 
th a t is a m a tt e r for the m a jo r political 
parties. 
F o r the N ebraska f a rm e r jt is 
a w arn in g that routin e d iversification too 
frequen tly is a method for run n in g the sur­ 
plus out of on e corn er in to an other. 
True 
d iversification 
relieves 
a 
pressure 
poin t 
without creatin g a n ew on e. 
T he fun d am en tal fallacy of the curren t 
farm policy is in its failure to ad here to 


the parity formula an d fo get its surplus 
con trol by prod uction cuts 
Demoli.-hin g 
fair grain prices expan d s the surplus an d 
provokes false in d ucemen ts to glut the livi'- 
stock m a rke t because cheap grain offers 
the short ran ge promi.se of recoverin g 
its 
value through livestock feed in g. 
Such a 
thin g becomes a vicious circle un til the 
en tire price s tn u lure d ecays an d the farm 
crisis becomes total. 


As a pun itive exped ition the a d m in istra ­ 
tion ’s farm {lolicy is a n otable success but 
soon er or later some fresh thin kin g will 
have to be marshalled in ord er to save the 
agricultural eslabhshm en l. 


Auditorium Not A Loss 


Two thin gs should be un d erstood by Lin ­ 
coln people m con n ection with the a pp ro ­ 
priation of tax fun d s for the operation of 
Pershin g Mun icipal .Aud iotn um. 
For on e 
thin g, it was little m ore than a d re a m to 
begin with that the build in g would be self- 
.supportin g. 
It was on ly this way tor its 
first few' y e a rs as a result of build in g fun d .s 
used as an operation al cushion . 
But there should be n o basic d isagree­ 
men t with the use of tax fun d s for the aud i­ 
torium. This build in g should have en ough 
commun ity-wid e ben efits to m ake the use of 
tax fun d s justifiable. There m ay be some 
question , however, as to whether this is 
n ow' the case. 
It seem s as though the facility n ow is 
goin g un used for too much of the time. The 
con cept behin d the aud itorium should d e ­ 
velop it as the cultural an d en tertain m en t 
cen ter of the city. It should be the m ean s by 
which the people of Lin coln have activities 
m a d e available to them that tiiey might 
n ot have otherwise had . It should be a place 
where groups, small an d large, can go for 
the hold in g of various fun ction s. 
The aud itorium should n ot be what it has 


The Prophetic Soil Bank 


The Wall Street Journ al which is, un d er 
stan d ably, a publication d ed icated to the 
d efen se of other in terests than farmin g, is 
perturb ed by the d eleterious effects of the 
soil ban k program . 


It sen t its n ewshawks in to .Min n esota an d 
foun d the implemen t d ealers there in la­ 
men table con d ition , The small town d eal­ 
ers explain ed that the govern men t had la- 
d eled out some $12.50 an acre to take farm 
lan d out of prod uction . The evil f a r m e r 
had taken the mon ey, elo.sed 
d own 
his 
farm , an d proceed ed to the n earest town 
where he is competin g with labor on a cut- 
price wage basis. Even worse, when the 
vv-ork run s out, as it always d oes when 
the labor m arket is glutted , these sam e 
fa rm e rs are goin g on un employmen t 
se­ 
curity, therefore becomin g subject to two 
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govern men t 
han d outs. 
Mean time, 
several 
implemen t d ealers have gon e out of busi­ 
n ess for lack of custom ers an d on e who 
regularly d id a $200,(K)0 a year gross is 
d own to S70.000 a year. 


The Wall Strcol 
Journ al 
sympathi/.ed 
with the stricken d ealers an d called for an 
en d to the vicious fed eral p ro g ra m which 
was hurtin g busin ess. 
This could be a story of faraway pla; e.s, 
but to some exten t the sam e busin ess pain s 
are bi'in g felt 
in Nebraska'.s rural c o m ­ 
mun ities where m erchan ts of m an y kin d s 
are complain in g about the d eclin e in busi­ 
n ess d ue both to curtailed ta r m prod uction 
un d er the soil ban k an d to the d eparture 
of custom ers who formerly were active pro­ 
d ucers. 


The effects d escribed by tlie Wall .Street 
•lourn al are all true, but the story, as told , 
IS on iy half fin ished . 


What has happen ed in a small way un ­ 
d er the soil ban k is prophetic of a much 
worse situation should the Eisen hower-Ben - 
son d octrin e of farm relief run 
its full 
course. U is based on the con viction that 
there are far too m an y operators of family 
sized farms, lead in g to the con clusion that 
fed eial farm props are on ly proloirun g 
M' 
ration alization of the farn i problem. 
The 
tilin g to d o IS to gel the govern men t out of 
the picture, let prices fall to ealam atous 
le\e!s thus forcin g quite a few million f a r m ­ 
ers off the lan d ,
